They can vote at school 
meeting in Michigan and New York if 
they are taxpayers; in Washington Terri- 
tory, if they are liable to taxation, Wid- 
ows and unmarried women in Idaho may 
vote as to special district taxes if they 
hold taxable property. In Oregon wid- 
ows having children and taxable proper- 
ty may vote at school meetings. In Indi- 
ana "women not married nor minors, who 
pay taxes and are listed as parents, guar- 
dians, or heads of families, may vote at 
school meetings." 
In Kentucky any 


white widow having a child of school age 
is a voter; if she has no child, but is a 
taxpayer, she may vote on the question 
of taxes. Women • are elegible to school 
offices generally in Illinois, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Louisiana, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Pennsylvania, Vermont, and 
Wyoming; to school district offices in 
Colorado; to any office except State su- 
perintendent iu Wisconsin. 
They may 


serve on school 
committees in New 


Hampshire and Rhode Island, as school 
trustees in New Jersey, and as school vis- 
itors in Connecticut. 
Some offices are 


open to them in Maine, and all offices iu 
California, unless specially forbidden by 
the constitution. In Utah no discrimin- 
ation on the ground of sex is made as to 
voting in general,

This same thing was 
observed on Thursday by Prof. Frisbio—tho 
same day thatttho reported separation was ob- 
served in Nashvilln and Cincinnati—but ho 
did not then aud does not now regard it as a 
separation.

On tho north side of 


tho cctnet a telescopic observation showed a 
bright band of light well defined, aud also ti 
smaller one on tho south side.

known as tho envelope of tho comet, and in 
this instance is extended beyond tho head. A 
bare spot was observed in tho tail.

Samuaou, who miulo the observation, reports 
thai "the envelope on tho north side is almost 
twice tho width of tho tail, and on the south 
aide about tho same width as the tail. Tho 
nucleus is becoming more elongated, and tho 
condensation very noticeable.

The fencer was as good as his word, 


and the moment he was seen to remoir.it 
the platform 
the lookers-on crowded 


eagerly around it, expecting a 
well 


fought bout; for they had all seen what 
he could do, and thoy now recognized 
his new opponent as the Marquis de 
Mulct, who had the name of being the 
best swordsman in the whole district. 


Their expectations were not disap- 


pointed. For the first minute or so tho 
watching eyes around could hardly fol- 
low the swords, which flickered to and 
fro like flashes of lightning, 
feinting, 


warding, 
striking, parrying till they 


seemed to be everywhere at once. Do 
Malet at first pressed his man vigorously

Lawful and Unlawful Warfare. 


It is curious to notice distinctions in 


naval warfare between lawful and un- 
lawful methods, similar to those con- 
spicuous on land. 
Such projectiles as 


bits of iron-ore, pointed stones, nails or 
glass, aro excluded from the list of things 
that may be used in good war, and the 
declaration of St. Petersburg condemns 
explosive bullets as much on one element 
as on the other. 
Unfounded charges of 


one belligerent against another are, how- 
ever, always liable to bring tho illicit 
method into actual use on both sides 
under the pretext of reprisals, as we see 
in tho following order of the day, issued 
at Brest by the French Vice Admiral, 
Marshal Conflans, (Nov. 8, 1759;) 
"It 


Is absolutely contrary to the law of na- 
tions to make bad war, and to shoot 
shells at the enemy, who must always bo 
fought according to tho rules of honor, 
with the arms generally employed by po- 
lite nations. 
Yet some captains have 


complained that tha English have used 
such weapons against them. 
It is, there- 


fore, only on these complaints, and with 
an extreme reluctance, that it has been 
resolved to embark hollow shells on ves- 
sels of the line, but it is expressly for- 
bidden to use them unless the enemy be- 
gin." 
So the English in' their turn 


charged the French with making bad 
war. The wound received by IS'clson at 
Aboukir, on the forehead, was attributed 
to a piece of ''-on or a lanpridgo shot. 
And the woiuicj that tho 'crew of the 
Brunswick received from the Vengeur 
in the famous battle between the French 
and 
English, fleets in .Tune, 1794, ara 


said to have been peculiarly distressing, 
owing to tho French cniployintjlangridg'e 
shot of raw ore- and old nails, and to 
throwing stinkpots into the portholes, 
which caused most painful burnings and 
scaldinjjs. 
It is safest to discredit such 


iccusations altogether, fur there is no 
limit to tho barbarities that r.uiy conic 
into play in consequence of too 'ready a | 
credulity. 
Red-hot shot, legitimate for ! 


the defense of land forts against ships, 
used not to be considered good war in 
the contests of ships with one smother. 


In tho three hours' action between the 


Lively and the Tourtcrellc, a French 
privateer, the use by the latter of hot! 
shot, "not usually deemed honorable 
warfare," was considered to bo wrcoig.but 
i wrong on the part of those who equipped 
ier for sea more than on tho part of tho 
captain who fired them. 
Tho English 


assailing batteries that fired red-hot shot 
igainst Gluckstadt, in 1813, are said to 
:iavo resorted to a "mode of warfare very 
uuueual with us since the siege of Cfib- 
raltar." The "Treatise on Tactics," by 
the Emperor Leo VI., carries back the 
record of the means employed against an 
enemy in naval warfare to the ninth 
century. The things ho recommends as 
nost effective are: Cranes, to let fall 
leavy weights on the enemy's decks; 
caltrops, with iron spikes to wound his 
:eet; jars full of quicklime, to suffocate 
lim; jars containing combustibles, to 
sum; jars containing poisonous reptiles, 
to bite him, and Greek fire, with its 
wise like thunder, to frighten as well as 
jurn him, Many of the methods were 
of immemorial usage, for Sdpio know 
the merits of jars full of pitch, and Han- 
libal of jars full of vipers. Nothing was 
:oo bad for use in those days, nor can it 
je ascertained when or why they ceased 
:o be used. 
Greek fire was used with 


prrcat effect in the sea battles between the 
jaracens and Christians, but it is a fail- 
cause of wonder that the invention of. 
gunpowder should have so entirely su- 
icrsedcd it us to cause its very maiiufac- 
!ure to have been forgotten. 
Neither 


does history record the date of, nor tho 
reason for, the disuse of quicklime, 
which, in the famous fight off Dover in 
1217, 
between tho French and English, 


contributed so greatly to tho victory of 
;he latter.—Gentleman's Maqazino.

Doctoring Wines. 


With regard to the doctoring of winea 


ay adding of plaster of Paris, the canton 
of Berne, in 1879, fixed as an upper limit 
for potassium sulphate in wines two 
grammes j>or liter. Merchants thought 
the regulation too stringent, and the di- 
rectors of internal affairs nominated a '• 
commission to study the- subject afresh. 
In their report they come to the con- 
clusion that wines strongly plastered 
have sometimes caused slight acc.iden.ts, 
and that tho prolonged use oi such a 
drink cannot be without prejudice to 
health. While recognizing the difficulty 
of fixing an absolute limit for plastering, 
thev approve as sufficient that of the 
ordinance in" question; on one hand il 
guarantees the public against illness from 
the use of wines too much plastered, and,, 
one the other, it is not a heavier fette* 
for the producer than similar prescrip- 
tions in France, where the interest in 
tolerance of plastered wines is Vastly 
greater. Each buyer who hag ordered a 
natural wine should have the right to 
refuse any having more 
than- 10.G 


gramme of neutral sulphate of potassium 
per liter,—French Paper.

stood for a few seconds to draw the ad- 
miration of the lookers-on to his make- 
up. A pair of home spun trousers with 
air holes at the knees reached to within 
five inches ot his number 8 brogans, re- 
vealing a rhinoceros looking skin.

Bobbins thought the young man was 
missing his vocation in trying to be a 
song and dance artist, and wanted him 
for the side-show but Steele had his 
mind made up. He wanted to paralyze 
audiences with his songs, and if he had 
ever been given the chance il is probable 
he would have succeeded. 
He had a 


splendid voice, combining the qualities 
of the falsetto, tenor, barritone, bassOj 
and tug whistle, which rolled through 
tho cracks of the old barns where re- 
hearsals were held, and broke into glori- 
ous cymbal clangs against the rafters. 
Used as a "cow holler" it would have 
been a voice of phenominal power, but 
as a prelude to n clog, it was somewhat 
"off." In addition to his other curiosities, 
he possessed an astonishingly abnormal 
capacity for drink. He never got drunk, 
simply because there was not a suf- 
ficient quantity of liquor within a hun- 
dred miles to make n perceptible attack 
on his brain, which was concealed some- 
where in his elongated anatomy.surround- 
ed by an impervious- barricade.

seemed to have nothing but gall, a con- 
soling fact to his friends, who couldn't 
supply him with all the necessaries, and 
it helped him out immensely as a hustler.

Exciting Scene in MM-Oceaii. 


A correspondent who was a pusscnger 


by the steamship Deecn, which loft 
Madras for London on the 1st ult., sends 
from Aden an interesting account of _an 
osciting scene which he witnessed during 
a storm in the Indian Ocean. The vessel 
encountered the monsoon a few days after 
leaving Colombo, and had a rough time 
of it until the 17th ult., when the gttlo 
became so violent that canvas had to be 
taken in, awnings furled, and things 
made as snug as possible. 
The correspondent describes what fol- 


.owed: 
'I came on deck at 6 a. in.; it was 


blowing fiercely, and the spray coming 
over the sheets * * * There were three 
of us on deck when the bell struck—a 
Miss, a Mr., and myself. We were hold- 
ing on to our chairs, which were firmly 
lashed to the inner cabin skylight, under 
the loe of the ladies' saloon. Part of the 
crew were working hard to get the star- 
board lifeboat in-board, when a bigger 
roll to the windward warned us of what 
was coming. 'Hold on!' some one shouted. 
We held on. -The chairs rushed forward 
on their lashings. The deck stood up- 
right. In came the sea, over the gun- 
wale, over the taffrail, up to our waista, 
lifted 
the 
lifeboat 
out 
of 
its 


shackles, carried it overboard, smash- 
ing 
away 
stanchions 
and 
davits, 


and out to sea. Then camu the horrid 
cry of 'Mull overboard!' 


"The holm was put down, the engine 


reversed, and back we wont onascarch— 
all tho more so as sharks had been Been 
round the ship earlier in the morning. 
Tho boat waH presently seen some 200 
yards off', keel uppermost. Soon after the 
two men were observed clinging on to it. 
Thou came an exciting two hours, during 
•which wo steamed af ier the boat, which 
was drifting rapidly toward the cast. 
But turning a ship liko the Dacca is a 
very slow business, and as she hung 
in 
the wind's 
eye, 
a jib 
was 


hoisted 
to 
bring 
her 
round. 
By 


the time this was done the boat, with its 
pitiful looking crew, was away two miles 
and more :o leeward, and we were rolling 
heavily and uninanagable. At last the 
Captain decided to lower a bout, and the 
order was given, 'Stand by th? bout,' and 
soon after 'lower.' 'Who is going inner?' 
he shouted. 


"The First Officer, Mr. Ingram, sprang 


over the Bide, caught hold of the davit 
ropes and slipped" down, but just as he got 
near her a great roll of tho ship lifted 
him clear of the boat twenty feet in tho 
air. 
As he camo down again the boat 


had drifted forward, and he wis plunged1 
down in the boiling sea for five or six 
seconds. Up he came again as the ship 
heeled over, still hanging on, and missed 
by a» aco having hla skull smashed 
against the smaUboat'ssido, It was real- 
ly a terrible sight, and we shuddered as 
wo looked on. me boat all the while be- 
ing lashed Up and down by the violence 
of the waved. But at last his opportuni- 
ty came, and he dropped into the stern. 
At onco he was followed by tho boat- 
awnin, two firemen, and two European 
sailors, the native crew hanging shame- 
fully back. One o£ the passengers, a 
young English officer, Lieut. 'Wolff 
1, of 


tho Seventh Fusiliers, a son of Sir Drum- 
inonJ Wolff, volunteered at once. But 
tho officer in charge would not accept a 
passenger's services while men of the 
crow could be got. At last the boat 
shoved off and the oars were got out, and 
in a terrible sea thoy set out for the 
missing boat. Directed by the motions 
of a man aloft, thoy got alongside her 
and took the men aboard. Then began 
a hard row back. 


"Wo lost sight of her again and again, 


wondering how she coulu live in such a 
sen. But still she held on, and got at 
In.-it under our loe. By the help of a case 
o£ oil scattered over tho waves, they 
were comparatively stilled, a ladder was 
let down, and when the last man stepped 
on board such a cheer greeted him as told 
him what wo thought of his pluck and 
that of the gallant fellows with him. 
Capt. Burkitt was perfectly cool the whole 
time, and managed his ship with great 
skill. When tho first officer got a change 
of clothes and came down to the cabin, 
he received all kinds of congratulations, 
and his health waa drunk in bumpers of 
champaign. On Sunday morning we got 
under the lee of Capo Guardafui, and so 
ended our brush with the Southwest 
monsoon,—Manchester, Eng., Courier.

Aboukir. 


On two occasions in modern warfare 


Aboukir has been rendered famous and 
historical, and now there is tv fair pros- 
pect that it will be famous and historical 
a third time. Following the railway line 
which skirts the Mediterranean shore 
rrom Alexandria the traveler proccodj 
through Ramleh. and thence past several 
insignificant fishing villages, the chief of 
which is El Mandara, until ho reachen 
the point of Aboukir. at a distance of be- 
tween thirteen and fourteen miles from 
what was once the Grande Place of 
Alexandria. Close to the promontory 
stands tho village of Aboukir, and not 
far from that somewhat squalid place are 
the ruins of tho ancient Canopus, though 
few strangers over take the trouble to 
find these, notwithstanding that once 
upon a time they formed a conspicuous 
feature of the former Delta. 
From the 


promontory of Aboukir the bay of tho 
samp name stretches Jri a Northeasterly 
semi-circle and terminates -ill a sharp horn 
at the Eosetta mouth pf the Nile. Tho 
bay is not o pleasant place nowadays for 
ths navigators of big ships. Its waters 
are clear and blue, and in the more open 
portions of tho bay contain a depth vary- 
ing from six to eight fathoms;, but here 
and there are treacherous shoals, whi3h. 
to avoid, require the mariner's greatest 
ekill and caution. Bunnlng in shore, 
not far from the village of Aboukir, there 
Is a formidable sand bank: then again, 
there is a reef of rocks known aa the 
Oulloden reef, and the next obstacle is nn 
Island, sometimes culled Aboukir island 
and sometimes Nelson's island. This 
island is now strongly fortified, and at 
Intervals around the circumference of 
the bay there is a line of four forts, and, 
doubtless, 
several earthworks, which

before and since the evacuation of Alex- 
andria.—N. 7.
